AM broadcast frequencies provide much better ground wave service than 
stations operating on the part of the band above 800 kilohertz or so 
(Arnie Coro, CO2KK, RHC DXers Unlimited March 11, HCDX March 14 via 
DXLD) 


QSL on the air, si amigos, QSL on the air to the many RHC listeners 
that have written to me asking for more information about Cubais AM 
and FM radio broadcasting stations. So following the request, I will 
continue this new segment of Dxers Unlimited with more information 
about stations broadcasting from Central Cuba. In Santa Clara City on 
840 kiloHertz CMHW, known to its listeners as LA DOBLEVE is now on the 
air with a new solid state high energy efficiency transmitter that is 
capable of 125 percent positive peak modulation. La DOBLEVE can be 


heard not only in Villaclara province, but also in neighboring 
Cienfuegos, Sancti Spiritus and Matanzas. 


And talking about Matanzas, the new frequency for the provincial 
station¥s main transmitter is 1060 kiloHertz, again Radio VeintisEis, 
from the center of Matanzas province, with its new solid state 
transmitter on 1060 kiloHertz providing excellent coverage of the 
whole of Matanzas province, part of Cienfuegos and the southwestern 
area of La Habana province. The two new installations form part of a 
program now in progress to upgrade the AM medium wave band facilities 
by replacing the obsolete vacuum tube transmitters with new energy 
efficient equipment that is also capable of 125 percent positive peak 
modulation, something that increases the coverage of the stations as 
compared with what could be achieved with the old transmitters (Arnie

Two weeks ago the Federal Radio Corporation of Nigeria (FRCN) Kaduna 
added a new 10 kilowatts Frequency Modulated (FM) transmitter for its 
Hausa listeners. This is coming 46 years after the station's 
establishment by the then government of the defunct Northern region. 
It is also the forerunner to the planned replacement of its obsolete 
Short Wave (SW) and medium Wave (MW) transmitters. Despite the 
politically inspired controversy that trailed the location of some of 
its new FM stations in states controlled by opposition parties, the 
Executive Director FRCN Kaduna, Alhaji Ladan Salihu in this interview 
with our Kaduna Bureau Chief, Sani Babadoko, insists they are not 
political pawns.He says the replacement of the SW and MW transmitters 
will restore Radio Kaduna's lost glory. Excerpts:

But the big picture really is not the FM. The big picture to me, and 
the management of FRCN Kaduna, is actually the Short Wave (SW) and the 
Medium Wave (MW) transmission platforms, which is what we are known 
for. The Hausa FM basically caters for Kaduna state and its environs, 
but the SW and MW transmission takes you to every nook and cranny of 
the country, and that is what we are emphasizing on to ensure that our 
people, wherever they are in the country, can tune to FRCN Kaduna. A 
Hausaman, for instance, living in Port Harcourt, Lagos, Enugu, 
Konduga, Ganborun-Ngala, Maiduguri or in Mambilla plateau for that 
matter, can be reached by Radio Nigeria Kaduna. We also provide 
information and entertainment to Nigerians whether they are from the 
East, West, North and South where they can know the happenings up 
North and hear news about their own kinsmen for the country's unity. 


Basically, the SW and the MW transmission platforms are the cherished 
arms of Radio Nigeria, Kaduna and that is what we are concentrating 
on. The Hausa FM as I said is a matter of variety. 


Indeed we are part of the technological development mainly because we 
are streaming Supreme FM, one of the stations on the FRCN bouquet, on 
the internet, but the Short Wave (SW) and the Medium Wave (MW) 
transmissions will also eventually be on the internet when our 
transmitters are replaced. Now beyond that I want to tell you that 


streaming on the Internet, as far as our core operations are 
concerned, is something we will do inevitably. But mark you, more than 
70 percent of our audience do not have access to computers, and do not 
have access to Internet cafes. Our audience are mostly the everyday 
people living in towns, villages, hamlets dotted all over the country, 
and day in day out they tune to Radio Nigeria, Kaduna for news about 
events happening in the country and beyond. So we are, taking the ICT 
pari pasu with our own developmental objectives, and they have to go 
with our own dreams and aspirations as we try to reposition FRNC

VOA AND RFA INCREASE BROADCASTS TO TIBET 


PRESS RELEASE --- Washington, D.C. March 17, 2008 - U.S. international 
radio broadcasts to Tibet will increase by four hours daily beginning 
tonight at 6:00 p.m. EDT, 6:00 a.m. local time in Lhasa. [2200 UT] 


"The violent crackdown by Chinese authorities in Tibet compels us to 
increase our broadcasts," said James K. Glassman, Chairman of the BBG, 
which oversees all non-military U.S. international broadcasting 
including the Voice of America (VOA) and Radio Free Asia (RFA). "Our 
audience clearly will benefit from these trustworthy sources of news 
and information, which differ sharply from Chinese government 
sanctioned broadcasts." 


At present RFA broadcasts eight hours daily to Tibet via shortwave 
radio. VOA broadcasts four hours daily, also via shortwave. Each will 
expand radio programs by two additional hours daily. VOA also will 
double its weekly Tibetan-language television programming from one to 
two hours via the AsiaSat 3 satellite. "RFA's Tibetan service is 
working around the clock to bring authoritative, breaking news to the 
Tibetan people. These additional hours will greatly enhance our 
capacity to deliver this news, including live updates, to people on 
the ground," RFA President Libby Liu said. 


Tibet's media is tightly controlled and most Tibetans are deeply 
suspicious of Chinese domestic media coverage. BBG audience research, 
while limited to Tibetan refugees in Nepal, indicates that VOA and RFA 
are among the most well known foreign broadcasters and an important 
source of information in a society where word of mouth is the top way 


to share news. "We know from experience that Tibetans will tune to VOA 
at pivotal times such as these," said Danforth Austin, Director of the 
Voice of America. "For example, a VOA special TV program about the 
Dalai Lama receiving a gold medal from the U.S. Congress was recorded 
and widely distributed in Tibetan regions inside China."

Not exactly a shock... Well, this is true in a way. If you reduce 
availability of shortwave, as the BBC has done progressively, then 
undoubtedly you will have fewer shortwave listeners. If you're a 
listener and still want to hear the BBC, you are forced to find it by 
means other than shortwave. This in some circles is termed a "self 
fulfilling prophecy". Without question, things were trending this way 
to some extent before the BBC embarked on its current distribution 
strategy; but it is also true that the BBC's fuller than justified 
embrace of the trend has left more than a few former loyal listeners 
behind. The BBC's response to them is "get over it". 


This is, of course, at the pleasure of the partner stations hosting 
them. Admittedly, this situation is less likely to result in a loss 


of service in the Caribbean than elsewhere where it has been tried; 
but the risk remains. Furthermore, FM as a line-of-sight 
transmission medium trades higher quality audio for significantly 
restricted geographic coverage. To listeners unable to receive urban 
FM transmissions, the BBC's message presumably is also "get over it". 


"It may not amount to as comprehensive a service we once provided to 
you, but get over it". 


This does appear to amount to a much smaller and fragmented footprint 
than shortwave was able to provide.

If 
it survives the BO7 season it still could go away in just a few weeks, 
considering the BBC's strange approach to cancel their shortwave 
transmissions incrementally. 


And re. Asia: In March 2005 the transmissions to Europe had been 
reduced to the morning and evening hours. Thus I think that this step 
in East and Southeast Asia signals the beginning of the end for BBC WS 
in English on shortwave for these regions. 


Another point: I really wonder if the MontsinEry site will still be on 
air for much longer. Has anybody already seen an AOQ8 schedule, showing 
RFI or any other broadcaster still using it? 


And DW's AO8 schedule looks suspiciously short to me, since I heard 
that they were already considering further shortwave cuts. Needs a 
detailed review and comparison, but unfortunately I have no time for 
this at present.

WASHINGTON (AP) -- The Supreme Court on Monday stepped into a legal 
fight over the use of curse words on the airwaves, the high court's 
first major case on broadcast indecency in 30 years. 


The case concerns a Federal Communications Commission policy that 
allows for fines against broadcasters for so-called "fleeting 
expletives," one-time uses of the F-word or its close cousins. 


Fox Broadcasting Co., along with ABC, CBS and NBC, challenged the new 
policy after the commission said broadcasts of entertainment awards 
shows in 2002 and 2003 were indecent because of profanity uttered by 
Bono, Cher and Nicole Richie. 


A federal appeals court said the new policy was invalid and could 
violate the First Amendment. 


No fines were issued in the incidents, but the FCC could impose fines 
for future violations of the policy. 


The case before the court technically involves only two airings on Fox 
of the "Billboard Music Awards" in which celebrities’ expletives were 
broadcast over the airwaves. NBC is separately challenging an FCC 
decision that rapped the network for airing Bono's use of the F-word 
during a Golden Globes awards show in 2003.

Since Bob Padula raised hell every time we used to quote an item (with 
full credit of course) from one of his publications, or even 
broadcasts accessible to everyone, we have been only too happy to 
ignore this very unpleasant and unco*perative fellow who is always 
denigrating other DX publications, even as he combs thru them for 
story ideas, and uses them only for his own publicity, rarely 
contributing any useful DX info to them.

Glenn, A couple of points need clarifying about Ben Dawson's notes in 
DX LISTENING DIGEST 8-034: 


1. The formula 1/R - "at twice the distance you get 1/2 the signal" is 
incorrect. the relationship is logarithmic, not arithmetic. The 
groundwave signal reduces in inverse proportion to the square of the 
distance. So, at twice the distance you get a quarter of the signal, 
not a half. 


2. The laws of physics are universal, so "in N. America it's 
considered to be greater [skywave] signal the higher the frequency, in 
the rest of the world the data is considered to be the opposite of 
that" seems odd. In Europe we are very familiar with daytime skywave 
reception on mediumwave in the winter and it is definitely more 
prevalent in the higher part of the band. Also, mid-day skywave on 
longwave is never observed - confirming the same point. 


Finally, well-known German MW DXer Martin Elbe has cast doubt on my 
2001 logging of 945 Angola from Accra. He says it was probably S,,o 
TomE that I heard. Fair point, especially as both would be in 
Portuguese. My memory is unclear. I thought I had confirmed 945 as 
Angola by checking against the parallel SW frequency, but I can't 
remember for certain now. Unless I can produce documentary evidence in 
my archives (a log note showing a confirmed ID or parallel broadcast, 
or a recording), I will have to withdraw my claim. Accra to S,,o TomE 
is only 600 miles, so no sweat for a groundwave signal over an all- 
water path. One factor to check is which side of the island the Sao 
Tome transmitter is on. If not the side facing Accra, then Angola 
might still be the more likely station I heard (Chris Greenway, 
England, March 15, DX LISTENING DIGEST)
